Novelty/ Inventive step 

Claims 1 and 13 are distinguished from the closest 
prior art known from EP-A-589 119 by the 
characterizing features . 

These features solve the problem of fast automatic 
registration, within a given time, of address data 
which have not been registered during the OCR and 
during the video coding. 

None of the documents cited in the international 
search report shows or suggests these features. 
Claims 1 and 13 therefore comply with the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(2) and (3). 
Claims 2-12 and 14 pertain to preferred embodiments 
of the process according to Claim 1 and of the device 
according to Claim 13, respectively, and therefore 
they, too, comply with the above-mentioned 
requirements .

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 



The description, page 7, end of the second paragraph, 
mentions the offer of a number of alternatives to the 
operator, after the decision in 320 has turned out to 
be negative. According to Figure 3, however, this 
offer is already made prior to this decision 320, 
namely in block 310, which follows immediately after 
the "No" decision in 300. 

In addition, it is not clear what purpose the memory 
305 serves. Or does this memory exist for the purpose 
of representing the total stock of addresses from 
which the possible addresses are taken? 
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
